GENEVA, July 18.—Ambassador 


Hugh S. Gibson, Chairman of the | 


Tripower Naval Conference and head 
of the American delegation, re-es- 
tablished direct official contact with 
the British and Japanese delegations 
teday and again assumed direction 
of the situation. 

This action followed word brought 
to him that the British experts, who 
have been conferring with the Jap- 
anese almost constantly since the last 
plenary session on ursday, had 
agreed to a total to p of 500,000 
for cruisers and destroyers’ as a 
basis of discussion. This means 
300,000 tons for cruisers and 200,000 
for destroyers for Great Britain and 
the United States, which are the 
maximum figures Japan is willing to 
accept, and.also the maxima orig- 
inally proposed by the United States. 

But no actual British-Japanese 
agreement has been reached despite 
reports to that effect. All the Brit- 
ish have agreed to do is to consider 
this total and within it to try to 
figure out what units can be appor- 
tioned to each power. 

Therefore, Mr. Gibson has agreed 
to remain cheerful for at least an- 
other week in the hope that a spe- 
cific, concrete agreement may be 
reached. In such an event he con- 


siders that two more weeks wouid 
then be netessary for the work of 
. drafting’a naval limitation treaty. 


Gibson Held Not in Tight Corner. 


Consequently, the duration of the 
conference may be either one week 
o> three, for .if full: progress toward 
an agreement is not made by the end 
of the present week, the Americans, 
many think, may then, indeed, pack 
their trunks. This view is based on 
the ground that good may come even 
from disagreement, provided that the 
disagreement is not permitted to drag 
along.

MANAGUA, ‘Nicaragua, July os 
—A scant ‘wo. score. of-.Amer 
Marines, supported by a few More 
than that number of marine-trained 
and led native constabulary, hold the 
bloody field of Ocotal, scene of the 
first decisive engagement in the 
country since the occupation. : 

One marine is dead, another seri- 
ously injured and one member of 
the ‘constabulary has been treated 
for severe hurts. Of the attacking 
force of 500 under the recalcitrant 
Liberal, General Sandino, which 
tried during seventeen hotirs on Sun- 
day to enter the town-of Ocotal, 
300 lie dead outside the town, and 100 
are wounded. Hordes of vultures 
already are sweeping over the hotly 
contested field. 

The battle might have terminated 
in different fashion had it not been 
for two scouting planes from Ma- 
nagua. Swinging across the coun- 
try on a routine ‘‘look-see,’’ the ma- 
chines traversed the lines after the 
fighting had progressed several 
hours and brought word here. 

A squadron of five bombers was 
ordered out at once by Brig. Gen. 
Logan Feland. ‘Driving full speed 


the 110 miles intervening, despite a 
tropical storm, the swung low 
across the attacking lines, raking 
Sandino’s riflemen and machine 
ners with point blank fire. ne 
bomb, dropped into a group of skir- 
mishers, killed thirty. 


Rebels Drop Arms and Flee. 


As successive charges detonated, 
General Sandino’s followers threw 
away their arms and fled. Tonight 
he is believed to be fleeing to the 
fastness of the Northeast with a 
handful of men. Among the rebel 
dead is General Marina, Sandino’s 
right-hand man. |

Objects to Being Photographed

ENJOYS CHAT WITH BENNETT 


Colonel and North Pole Pilot Dis- 
cuss Aviation Problems—See 
Value of Ocean Flights. 


Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh came 
out of the seclusion in which he had 
kept himself for the last two weeks 
to go down the bay yesterday to meet 
Commander Byrd and his shipmates 
of the America and Clarence D. 
Chamberlin. He arrived on board 
the Macom about 10 o’clock, just be- 
fore she left the pier. With him 
was Harry F. Guggenheim, President 
of the Daniel Guggenheim Fund for 
the Promotion of Aeronautics, under 


the auspices of which Colonel] Lind- 
bergh starts tomorrow with his Spirit 
of St. Louis on an air tour of the 
forty-eight States in the interest of 
commercial aviation. 

Commander Fitzhugh Green, ex- 

lorer and writer, who was also on 

oard, said that he had seen some of 
the manuscript of Colonel Lind- 
bergh’s book, on which the flier has 
been hard at work for the last two 
weeks, and to which he put the fin- 
ishing touches yesterday morning. 
Colonel Lindbergh has written about 
60,000 words, Commander Green said, 
all in pened. and revised the proofs 
himself. 


Attempts to Avoid Limelight. 


Colonel Lindbergh, it was learned, | 
hesitated several days before he de- 


cided to join the Mayor’s Committee 
of Welcome aboard the Macom. He 
told friends that he wanted to greet 
the returning fliers, but he disliked 
to do anything that would draw at- 
tention to himself or that savored of 
‘‘nublicity seeking.’’ When he came 
aboard he went to the pilot house, 
where he remained during most of 
the trip down the bay. 

As soon as he could get away from 
the photographers he went to the 
after deck, where he was introduced 
to Mrs. R. E. Byrd, the mother of 
Commander Byrd, who had come 
from Virginia with the Commander’s 
brother, Captain Thomas Byrd, 
greet her son.

& _ Anglo-Japanese understanding. 

rts from Geneva tonight seem 
to — ⸗ that the Japanese dele- 
gates are seeking to attenuate some- 
‘what the Importance of of the recent 
conversations and agreements and 
indicate that they are not yet con- 
cluded and apt to be easily ruptured. 
The Japanese, it is felt here, are 
making it appear that Japan is still 
open to offers and are playing skil- 
fully the diplomatic game of a third 
and weakest party. 

But the situation as it presented it- 
self in today’s dispatches from 
neva has lent itself to this inte 
tation in the Temps, which, in his 
instance, certainly reflects the opin- 
ion of the Quai d Orsay 

“Tf the United —“ rejects the 
Anglo-Japanese plan then the Geneva 
Naval Conference must end in a man- 
ner which will constitute a grave | 
litical check for President Coolidge 
and the Washineton Cabinet. 

“If America adopts it, then the su- 
premacy of the ritish navy is as- 
sured for many years by its numbe- 
of fast cruisers and their effective- 
ness, thanks to the number of naval 
bases which England possesses in 
all seas. 

“As soon as the opposing theses at 
Geneva were known it became evi- 
dent that the conference could never 
result in any real reduction of sea 
armaments and that the only thing 
that could be done was to fix limits 
of new construction. 

“What wes inicresting was to see 
whether the neval policy of the 
United States or of England would 
finally win—Japan appearing in some 
ways as the arbiter of the situation.

Socialists Abandon Demands 
and End Strike as Provinces 
Arm for Conflict. 


TOWNS. RALLY TO SEIPEL 


Citizen Soldiers Seize Several 
Centres—Chancellor Now Su- 
preme, Calis Parliament. 


SEEKS FUTURE SECURITY 


Vienna Resumes Her Normal Ways, 
With 87 Known Dead After 
“Red Friday.”

VIENNA, July 18.—‘‘Red Friday’”’ 
has been followed by the bluest Mon- 
day for Vienese Socialism. Today a 
Socialist attempt to dominate the 
Austrian Government went down to 
defeat. 

The strike was called off at mid- 
night tonight and tomorrow the city 
returns to her normal ways. 

The decisive factor in the abandon- 
ment..of all Socialist attempts to 
bring. pressure on or upset the Seipel 
Government was a bourgeois rising 
reported from the country districts. 
All over the provinces, according to 
messages pouring into the labor 
headquarters, the rural bourgeois 
were arming and planning a march 
on Vienna‘in the event that the So- 
cialists continued on strike. The So- 
cialist chieftains preferred to risk 
the wrath of their partisans, whose 
demand for some tangible benefit out 
of Friday’s uprising had forced the 
continuance of the strike, rather 
than the civil war that was fast be- 
coming inevitable. 

The occupation of the main railroad 
station at Innsbruck and the near-by 
suburban stations of the capital of 
Austrian Tyrol by a mixed force of 
Alpine soldiers and armed Heimwenhr, 
reported here this evening, empha- 
sized the imminent peril of interne- 
cine strife. 

Communist Influence Eliminated. 


The influence of the Communists, 
which dominated in the bloody 
scenes of last Friday—culminating, 
according to the most recent official 
reports, in eighty-seven identified 
dead—had been eliminated mean- 
while, Consequently the Bolshevist 
menace was smashed and the situ- 
ation reduced today to a deadlock 
between the striking Socialists and 
the Government. 

Capitalistic intervention came to- 
day with an announcement that a 
general lockout would follow failure 
by the unions to end the communica- 
tions and transportation strike. 

_ While the Viennese workers still 
hoped to wring from the Austrian 
Government through the strike many 
concessions of both a political and 
economic nature, the Socialist lead- 
ers were well aware that nothing 
could be gained. They realized that 
unless their party abandoned its tra- 
ditional policy of sticking to legal 
methods, and initiated Communistic 
tactics, it was impossible to force the 
hand of the Seipel Cabinet, since 
there is a clear Governmental ma- 
jority in Parliament and a fresh 





election could not miaterially alter 
things. 
Proletarian complaints against the 


alleged reactionary procedure of the 
w courts also d not be satis- 
fied, because the Socialists them- 
selves * through the jury system, 
which in every case has been respon- 
sible for the class character of re- 


cent verdicts. 
The Socialists’ Dilemma. 


Nevertheless, the Socialist execu- 
tives dared not call the strike off im- 
mediately after the insurrection had 
subsided for fear of a dangerous 
repercussion from the rank and file. 
Therefore, without assigning any of- 
ficial aim to its activities, the Strike 
Committee continued to halt the rail- 
roads, telegraphic and telephonic 
services, thus temporarily satisfying 
their discontented adherents. 

The Austrian Government clearly 
realized the Socialist dilemma. Chan- 


cellor Seipel and his associates simply 
sat back and waited for the situa- 
tion to crystallize in their favor. The 
Chancellor merely took care to sat- 
isfy himself by conferences with the 
Diplomatic Corps, to whom he ex- 
plained the Government’s predomi- 
nant position, that foreign interven- 
tion was not contemplated from any 
quarter. 

Rumors that Italy and Hungary 
were contemplating marching troops 
into Austria also were e —— 
denied to THE New YORK TIMES cor- 
respondent at the American legation 
in Vienna this afternoon. 

Meanwhile a threat far more seri- 
ous even than the dissatisfaction of 
their followers reached the Socialist 
headquarters this morning. It came 
in the shape of bulletins from vir- 
tually every provincial town in Aus- 
tria, to the effect that burgeois bat- 
talions were gathering for an attack 
on Vienna in case either the present 
Ministry were supplanted by a Social- 
ist one or the transportation and 
communications strike continued in- 
definitely. The Executive Sociulist 
Committee immediately reassembled 
and almost without debate decided 
to end the strike at midnight to- 
night. This means a return to com- 
pletely normal conditions tomorrow. 


Moves That Forced Backdown. 


It was following reports from pro- 
vincial centres throughout the re- 
public that persuaded the Socialist 
executives to give up the fight: 

Judenburg, in Styria—the Heim- 


wehr have occupied the railroad sta- 
tion and command roads in all direc- 
tions. More than 1,000 armed Heim- 
wehr are concentrated in a camp 
near the town, awaiting orders to 
move on Vienna. 

In Klagenfurt, canital of Carin- 
thia, and the towns of Mariarain and 
Spital an der Drau the Heimwehr 
clashed with the gendarmerie and 
a casualties are reported so 
ar. 

At Waidhofen am Ybbs 600 Heim- 
wehr are concentrated with rifles 
and machine guns. 

In Tyrol and Vorarlberg the Heim- 
wehr are locally in control and are 
even attempting to run trains and 
transport their forces to Vienna. 

At Graz, capital of Styria and the 
centre of provincial socialism, there 
has been a threat of invasion by a 
force of Heimwehr several hundred 
strong assembled in the surrounding 
rural districts. Socialist leaders at 
Graz sent a most urgent request to 
Vienna‘to end the strike owing to 
their fear that a state of civil war 
in Graz was imminent. 

Moreover, advanced egurerds of 
Heimwehr penetrated to the out- 
skirts of Vienna, where they were 
stopped and disarmed by superior 
forces of the Socialist Republican 
Guards, who have continued to main- 
tain the upper hand in these indus- 
trial suburbs since the first days of 
the riots. 


‘Italy and Hungary to Protest. 


The Italian and Hungarian Govern- 
ments are understood tonight to be 
preparing to protest to the Austrian 
Government against the formation of 


12,000 emergency municipal guards, 
recruited mostly from Vienna and 
other Socialist municipalities, which 
was authorized on Saturday by the 
National Cabinet. — 

These foreign Governments are 
basing their disapproval of arming 
extra guards to protect city property 
on the grounds that it raises the 
armed forces within Austria above 
the figure allowed under the Treaty 


of St. Germain and presents a men- | 


ac. to the surrounding States. 

Most reliable information says the 
legations here have already received 
such orders and are prepared to de- 
liver them on Tuesday after the end- 
ing of the strike, when there will be 
no danger of precipitating an exter- 
nal crisis for a State already over- 
burdened with domestic troubles. 

The guards were approved by the 
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Government at the request of ‘the 
rounicipal authorities to protect prop- 
erty and reinforce the police forces, 
especially in Vienna, Graz and Inns- 
bruck, which were totally unpre- 
pared to protect themselves against 
attempts at mob rule, but with the 
condition that the guards would not 
have ammunition and would be un- 
der the orders of the national army.

TURNS MOSCOW TO WEST 


Trotsky Opposition Finds Encour- 
agement in its Campaign 
Against Orientialism.

MOSCOW, July 18.—‘‘Vienna is a 
terrible omen for capitalist Europe; 
events there show the volcano where- 
on capitalist imperialism is sitting,’’ 
is the conclusion published here to- 
day by Herr Remmel, member of 
the Central Committee of the Ger- 
man Communist Party. 

Herr Remmel argues that the 
Vienna revolt is the culmination of 
the long-growing resentment of the 
Austrian masses against the ‘“un- 
fairness’’ of the peace treaty, against 
Fascism and against the ‘‘treach- 
erous’’ Social Democratic leaders. 
That it should occur in a city which 
had remained passive during the 
Communist movements in Hungary 
and Bavaria in 1919 proves how in- 
tolerable conditions must have be- 
come, he asserts. 

This viewpoint fairly expresses the 
attitude of the Communists here, 
now that the first surprise is over. 
The events in Vienna are regarded 
as the first crack in the ‘“‘temporary 
stabilization’’ by capitalism, which 
Moscow unwillingly recognized as es- 
tablished in Europe. 

Moscow expects similar manifesta- 
tions to occur elsewhere—in Italy, for 
instance, despite the Fascist ‘‘ter- 
ror,”’ because the position of the 
working class and poor peasants is 
believed to be greatly inferior to that 
of five or six years ago. 

Whatever happens, it is hardly 
doubtful that Vienna will have influ- 
ence on Russian Communist Party 
politics in turning the eyes of the 
leaders back from the East—where 
they admit a recent setback—to the 
West. This would further strength- 
en the existing tendency to one of 
the periodic swings between ‘‘East- 
ern”’ and “‘Western’”’ activity that 
have been characteristic of Russian 
policy in the past hundred years.

RECOUNTS DESPERATE STAND. 


Ocotal Official Tells of Marines’ 
Defiance of Call to Surrendcr. 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua, July 18 (7. 
—Arnoldo Ramirez Abaunza, . Jefe 
Politica of Ocotal has sent a graphic 
account to President Adolfo Diaz by 
airplane of the engagement between 
the American Marines and Nicara- 
guan Constabulary and General San- 
dino’s rebel forces at that place. He 
describes the battle as one of the 
fiercest in the history of Nicaragua. 

Sandino opened fire on the city 
from all directions at 1 o’clock Sat- 
urday morning.

KELLOGG JUSTIFIES DEFENSE. 


Calls Sandino an Outlaw and Battle 
of No Political Significance.

Frayne Informs Plate Printers’ 
Convention of Activities in 
Garment and Fur Unions. 


HE CONDEMNS INJUNCTIONS 


Says Courts Should Not Issue Writs 
Against Labor Until! Other 
Side is Heard. 


Communistic activities among gar- 
ment and fur workers and the use 
by employers of injunctions against 
trade unions were condemned yester- 
day by Hugh Frayne, New York 
representative of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, at the opening 
session of the thirty-fifth annual 
convention of the International Plate 
Printers, Die Stampers and Engrav- 
ers’ Union of North America at the 
Half Moon Hotel, Coney Island. 

The convention, which is being at- 
tended by fifty-four representatives 
of the union from all parts of the 
United States and Canada, will con- 
tinue through the week. It was 
opened by Thomas O’Neill, Chair- 


man of the Convention Committee, 
who outlined the problems to be con- 
sidered. 

Mr. Frayne spoke of his organiza- 
tion’s efforts ‘‘to crush out Commun- 
ism.’’ He said that communistic ac- 
tivities, ‘‘under the direction of rep- 
resentatives cf Soviet Russia, par- 
ticularly among the Ladies’ Garment 
Workers’ Union and ths Furriers’ 
International Union, have practic- 
ally wrecked these organizations.’’ 

Calling attention to the ‘‘abuse of 
the writ of injunction against trade 
unions,’’ he declared that ‘equity 
courts should not have the right to 
issue an injunction until the other 
side has been heard.’’ Injunctions, 
he said, are issued to any employer 
without the persons to be enjoined 
being heard. He cited the injunction 
issued during the recent strike of 

. R. T. employes and added that 
‘‘people get injunctions by merely 
asking for them.’’ 

Mr. Frayne said that the question 
of the injunction would te taken’ up 
at the next convention of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor and that 
a bill to regulate the issuance of in- 
junctions would be recommended to 
the State Legislature at its coming 
session. 

John Sullivan, President of the 
New York State Mederation of Labor, 
spoke also of the efforts that would 
be made to limit the issuance of in- 
junctions. Other speakers. were 
Joseph P. Ryan, President of the 
Central Trades and Labor Council; 
Peter Atchison, general manager of 
the American Bank Note Company, 
and John Murray, superintendent of 
printing of the American Bank Note 
Company.

DEATH ALONE INTERVENED 


Pinci Believes Auto Maker Would 
Defeat Coolidge in 1928 
if Both Ran. 


Henry Ford was Woodrow Wil- 
son’s candidate for the Democratic 
nomination for President in 1924, 
according to an article contributed 


to the August Forum by A. R. Pinci, 
a writer on political and economic 
topics and occasional contributor to 
The Dearborn Independent. 

The writer, who claims great fa- 
miliarity with — —2 behind 
the scenes in both political camps, 
professes to have perceived “a re- 
surgence of Wilson’s party mastery”’ 
in 1923, whfch to Mr. Pinci meant 
only one thing—that he would have 
been ‘“‘the boss of the 1924 conven- 
tion’’ and in a position to put Ford 
over. 

‘“‘Had Woodrow Wilsom lived an- 
other two year without mental im- 
pairment, Henry Ford would be 
President of the United States to- 
day—not without Wilsonian selfish- 
ness—while the country, meanwhile, 
would be recording decidedly more 
original history than it now does,’ 
Mr. Pinci writes. ‘‘Wilson delighted 
in an occasional wallop. The one 
which I believe he reserved for the 
last was his plan to nominate Henry 
Ford for President; and such a nom- 
ination, in 1924, would have been 
equivalent to election.” 

“Thumbs down’’ was Wilson’s at- 
titude toward William Gibbs Mc- 
Adoo, his son-in-law, who managed 
to keep the Madison Square Garden 
convention in a deadlock for three 
weeks and more than 100 ballots. 

‘Smith would not have attained 
the proper oan of a Presidential 
possi a, that he did in 1924 had 
Wilson lived,’’ Mr. Pinci concludes. 
““*The Sidewalks of New York’. are 
an unknown quantity Presidentially, 
and Wilson is not so dead yet that 
his son-in-law can vanquish him. 
For many months before his death, 
and perhaps without considering the 
growing anti-Hardin ng goss Wiison 
was just in a mo o defend his 
former title as leader of the plain 
people. Ford was a good medium. 

“One might ask what Wilson’s hu- 
man relationships had to do with 
Henry Ford? Only this: Wilson be- 
gan to realize that Ford’s philosophy 
and practice were born of wisdom 
that he admired. To the very end 
Wilson regarded Ford as a leader 
of the people and an ideal to them, 
such a leader and such an ideal as 
Wilson Himself without much success |, 
aspired to be. 

‘Is it any wonder, then, that Wil- 
son began to think of Ford in terms 
of the Presidency and began to 
think of catapulting him into it? 
Only Wilson could have done that, 
and only Wilson would have done it. 
By a simple gesture and a few words 
he could have scored a victory not 
otherwise attainable, at the same 
time squaring many an account that 
could not otherwise have been bal- 
anced. I believe that he nurtured 
some such idea to the very last. At 
the time of Wilson’s death, party 
squabbles had broken out which in 
some way resembled those of 1911. 
He himself was taking no active 
part. It was even whispered that he 
was no longer a party man,—which, 
with qualifications, was true. If it 
had been necessary in the pursuit of 
his ideals, he would have been ready 
to throw off even the party label. 
But this last extreme step would not 
have been necessary, for no Demo- 
cratic convention would have stood 
out against his wishes. All he needed 
to do was to make the suggestion 
and nomination would have followed,

SUM PAID TO SAPIRO 
IS PUT AT $140,000 


Special to The New York Times. 
CHICAGO, July :18.—Settlement of 
Aaron Sapiro’s $1,000,000 suit against 
Henry Ford was not accomplished 
without the payment of a substantial 
sum by Ford, it was admitted today. 
Last Saturday the automobile manu- 


facturer completed his series of apol- 
ogies with one for what he had said 
editorially concerning Sapiro. An un- 
authenticated report was circulated 
today that Ford had, in addition to 
the retraction, paid $140,000 to 
Sapiro. 

‘“‘That amount is not correct,” said 
Mr. Sapiro. ‘I did receive an ample 
check from Mr. Ford to cover part 
of the cost and the attorneys’ fees 
of my suit. I neither asked nor re- 
ceived anything es damages. The re- 
traction was complete in itself.’’ 

His satisfaction, he said, concerned 
the following points of the statement 
in Ford’s publication: That Ford 
had not Rersonaly sponsored the ar- 
ticles; t any statements that 

might have reflected on Mr. Sapiro’s 
honesty or integrity were withdrawn; 
that e statement that a ring of 
rJews sought to exploit the farmers 
was withdrawn, and that Ford now 
recognized cooperative marketing as 
promising suhct-ntial relief to farm- 
ers and growers,

United States for a number of years, 
to organize a team representative of 
‘‘foreign-learned” golf, and I now 
consider it a privilege and an honor 
to transmit in the name of my team- 
mates a challenge to you as captain 
of the successful Ryder cup team 
and as national professional cham- 
pion of the United States for a spe- 
cial match, comprised of singles and 
foursomes, each to be played over 
thirty-six holes.

THE INTERNATIONAL “CHILD.” 

“ After all,” remarks The London 
Spectator, “ we must remember that 
“the United States is only a child in 
“international affairs.” This cer- 
tain condescension of so good and 
stanch a foreign friend of America 
as is The Spectator was occasioned 
by what it thought the ineptness of 
the American negotiators at the 
Naval Conference in°Geneva. The 
point was made that they should 
have found out what the other na- 
tions were about, and should have 
let them know what the United 
States wanted, before the gathering 
was convened at all. There is force 
in this, though the precedent of the 
Washington Naval Conference is 
against it. The plan which Secre- 
tary HUGHES submitted on the first 
day was not known in advance by 
the other Powers. Perhaps that very 
fact, however, made the negotia- 
tions which followed so tedious and 
prolonged until an agreement was 
finally reached. Certainly at Geneva 
the progress has been more snail- 
like than was expected, considering 
the secondary importance of the 
questions discussed: 

Even conceding The Spectator’s 
criticism of American policy for not 
having prepared the ground quiet- 
ly and beforehand, its patronizing 
reference to the inexperience of 
America in negotiations with other 
nations, and especially in taking 
part in international conferences, 
can hardly be allowed to pass. An 
appeal to the historic record would 
show that representatives of the 
United States have been able to hold 
their own in international con- 
gresses, and before arbitral and ju- 
dicial tribunals where cases affect- 
ing other Governments were con- 
cerned. It well may be that we have 
not had so many quarrels to com- 
pose or disputes to settle as the 
less fortunately situated nations of 
Europe. Yet if this country is a 
“child” in such matters, it has at 
least been true on more than one 
occasion that it has showed the way 
to other nations in treaties and in 


negotiations, so that, at the end, it} “ 


might be said, accepting for the mo- 
ment The Spectator’s word, “a 
little child shall lead them.” 

There is a difference between 
being a child in international con- 
ferences and being “ childish.” That 
term would be applicable to our 
spokesmen at Geneva if they had in 
fact, as it was reported, asked the 
British Government if it was. willing 
to give up to us some of its naval 
bases in this part ofthe world. This 
may have got out to. the press only 
in a muddled way of misunderstand- 
ing the point made by some of our 
Own naval experts that, even if the 
British fleet and our own were to 
be made exactly equal in tonnage; '! 
Bhip by ship and class by class, the 


British navy would still .be the;jing

THE POLITICAL ROUND-UP. 

Heat waves chase cool waves 
around the country, but politics con- 
tinues all over this broad land.

Writing in The Boston Herald 
from Concord, N. H., HOBART PILLs- 
BURY mentions the fact that New 
Hampshire will hold the first of the 
Presidential primaries of 1928, and 
says that “ politicians from Wash- 
“ington flutter gently around the 
“ State like whiskers dropping on a 
“ barber-shop floor.” He adds that 
Senator MOSES, who once announced 
that Mr..COOLIDGE would not run, has 
changed his mind. “The Senator 
“will not run against Mr. COOLIDGE, 
“which proves that the Senator has 
brains in spite of the fact that he 
“is a Senator.” 

In San Francisco, citizens are pre- 
paring “a series of delegation vis- 
its” to the City Hall to persuade 
Mayor JAMES ROLPH Jr. to ask for 
his fifth re-election, making him a 
rival veteran with “Cowboy JIM” 
DAHLMAN, the Mayor of Omaha. Mr. 
ROLPH has been the Chief Magistrate 
at the Golden Gate for fifteen years 
and a half. But in the background 
plans to nominate Postmaster JAMES 
POWER continue. ,

According to Philadelphia papers, 
the death of W. HARRY BAKER of 
Harrisburg ends the hope of the 
“Dauphin County combine” ever to 
raise its head again in State affairs, 
its future dependent hereafter on 
the mercy of the MELLONS, its favor- 
ite, E. E. BEIDLEMAN, doomed to ob- 
scurity forever. Mr. BAKER, to whom 
the “big interests had in 1926 of- 
“fered the Gubernatorial nomina- 
“tion,” insisted upon giving it to 
BEIDLEMAN instead, and failed in his 
ambition for his lifelong friend. 

Governor DONAHEY of Ohio, who 
has said he doesn’t want a fourth 
term, finds his present political 
position compared to that occu- 
pied by WARREN G. HARDING in the 
Spring of 1920. Whether to file for 
the Senatorship, or trust to receiving 
the Presidential nomination, is the 
dilemma, If DONAHEY does not file 
for President, the State will be a 
battle-ground for outsiders; if he 
files for Senator, he may find him- 
self aspiring to two offices at once. 

As the Kentucky Gubernatorial 
primary in August draws near, Gov- 
ernor WILLIAM J. FIELDS is on the 
stump against former Senator BECK- 
HAM and struggles to nominate 
ROBERT T. CROWE of Lagrange, One 
of the issues is whether there has 
been “politics” in the State Road 
Commission, as charged by a re- 
signed member, W. C. MONTGOMERY 
of Elizabethtown. The Governor has 
produced documentary evidence to 
the effect that MONTGOMERY was 
pledged to CROWE until the road 
fund deposit was taken from his 
bank, and since has been for BECK- 
HAM. “If there was politics in the 
commission, MONTGOMERY was it,” 
says the Governor. 

— —— —— 
A LULL IN CHINA. 

It may be that an excess of the 
proverbial Chinese courtesy has 
overtaken the war lords in China. 
Each appears to be adopting toward 
the others the spirit of “ After 
you!” To be sure, this is in ac- 
cordance with the established cus- 
tom of Chinese warfare, in which 
manoeuvring, feints and bargains 
are more common than fighting. 
The lack of ill-will between com- 
batants which used to be manifest- 
ed by cessation of hostilities during 
a heavy rain has persisted. The 
soldiers, so long as they obtain their 
pay or its equivalent in the oppor- 
tunity to loot, harbor no special 
animosity against the “enemy.” 
The Generals, so long as their rev- 
enues are adequate and there is no 
prospect of becoming Emperor or 
Dictator of all China, are content to 
hold what they have. 

Despite the early hopes that 
CHIANG KAI-SHEK was. different 
from the other Generals, it now 
seems that he is like the others in 
being given to bargaining. He had, 
to begin with, two great advantages, 
both of which he used skillfully: 
well-trained officers and men and 
the support of a cleverly directed 
propaganda. Had he been able to 
compose his difficulties with rad- 
icals in the Nationalist Party, he 
might have pushed through to 
Peking. But he had quarreled with 
them before the campaign started 
and split with them after the cap- 
ture of Nanking and Shanghai. 

In a penetrating analysis of this 
rupture Mr. VINCENT SHEEHAN, 
writing in the August number of 
Asia, has pointed out that BORODIN 
and the radicals had disagreed 
with CHIANG about the line of ad- 
vance and had insisted that the 
Nationalists move directly on Pe- 
king from ‘Hankow, instead of try- 
ing to capture Shanghai and the 
eastern portion of China. They 
wanted to obtain the international 
advantage of capturing Peking, and 
also realized that if CHIANG were 
diverted to the enormously wealthy 
provinces in which Nanking and 
Shanghai are situated, the tempta- 
tion to reap a financial harvest by 
dominating them would be very 
great. Their fears appear to have 
been justified. 

As a result we now see another 
lull in the military movements. 
CHIANG is reported to have aban- 
doned his plan of capturing Shan- 
tung. Presumably he has made a 
deal with the Shantung leaders. It 
may be that the presence of Japa- 
nese troops in the Shantung capital 
gave him the impression that dis- 
cretion is the better part of valor. 
Meanwhile his latest associate, the 
so-called “ Christian” General FENG, 
has been denounced by the Han- 
kow radicals, and they, in turn, are 
reported to have fallen before the 
moderates. This implies that there 
will soon be a reshuffling of the 
pack in China, and that until the 
new combination becomes known 
the status quo will be maintained,

As a matter of 
fact, they haven’t done so; and the 
Juilliard School has not functioned 
in all respects as it was expected to. 
Nor is it necessarily true that an 
aspiring artist can learn the best 
and the most and find all he needs 
in this country. Perhaps some tem- 
peraments and bents can and do; 
perhaps others can get something of 
higher utility in Europe. But itisa 
justifiable experiment to try to make 
this country self-sufficing in musical 
training. 

The Juilliard Foundation was the 
noble conception of a music lover 
who wished to do great good to his 
country as a musical nation. He left 
a princely endowment for the carry- 
ing out of his aspirations; and, what 
was still more princely, left great 
latitude to his executors in deter- 
mining the way to do so. Never be- 
fore has such a sum as $800,000 of 
annual income been devoted to mu- 
sical purposes. It needs wisdom 
and experience to gain results com- 
mensurate with such an endowment. 
As was remarked when the an- 
nouncement of Mr. JUILLIARD’S will 
was first made, a great deal of dam- 
age can be done with $800,000 a 
year. It is only fair to assume that 
the wisdom and experience needed 
to do all that Mr. JUILLIARD wished 
are still in process of accumulation. 
Of all the various ways that have 
been tried in expending this vast 
sum the establishment of the Juil- 
liard School was the most conspicu- 
ous, the most comprehensive. 

Whether it was the wisest and, on 
the whole, the one best calculated to 
carry out the founder’s purposes of 
advancing music in America there 
have been and are differences of 
opinion. Whether other ways would 
accomplish more may still be an 
open question. The establishment 
of this school is not irrevocable, if 
other counsels ever prevail. In the 
meantime, it seems as if, under the 
direction of so accomplished and 
experienced a musician, so intelli- 
gent and well-informed a person as 


Mr. HUTCHESON, an advance in the] .,, 


usefulness and success of the 
Juilliard School is to be looked for 
confidently. 


A WRITER’S RIGHTS. 

Publishers speak of the works of 
some authors as being “a valuable 
property.” After the lapse of a cer- 
tain number of years, varying in dif- 
ferent times and countries, the prop- 
erty is sure to cease being valuable. 
It is not only that many books which 
have a tremendous vogue and sale 
for several years gradually lose 
timeliness and interest. They drop 
from the memory of man and from 
the publishers’ ledgers. But other 
books continue and sometimes in- 
crease in interest as the years go by. 
Those rarer specimens do not bring 
growing revenues to their author. 
Some of them do not catch the pub- 
lic attention until after.the author’s 
death, but it is not his heirs who re- 
ceive the profits. At the expiration 
of copyright any one may reprint a 
book which he believes will pay. 
Then he is not. required to turn any 
of the money he makes over to the 
author’s family. 

A bill introduced by M. HERRIOT 
in the Chamber of Deputies contains 
a clause greatly altering the condi- 
tions for French writers. At present 
an author and his heirs have full 
rights for fifty years. After that 
any one may exploit his works. The 
new law would exact a payment of 
6 per cent. to a national fund for the 
development of arts and letters for 
the following fifty years. If any 
work proved worthy of reprinting a 
hundred years after the author’s 
death, all profits would go to the 
State fund. 

There has been some discussion in 
Paris of this feature of the bill, 
whose main purpose is the creation 
of the fund for encouraging the arts. 
M. HERRIOT consulted many writers, 
artists and scientists, as well as 
Government authorities, before he 
submitted the bill. Now that it has 
been framed, certain artists in a 
variety of departments have ex- 
pressed hostility to the idea of State 
ownership of literary properties at 


came up before the House of Lords. 
Dr. JOHNSON set forth arguments 
both for and against in a number ' 
of letters’ to BOSWELL, eventually 
deciding against perpetual _ rights. 
Nowadays the question of royalties 
on broadcasting and other readings 
complicates copyright discussions. 
More books are being written today 
than ever before, but this does not 
necessarily add to the complexity of 
settling royalty payments on them 
fifty years hence. In much less 
‘time than that most of them will 
have died a natural death. 


THE BETTING TAX. 


Mr. WINSTON CHURCHILL’s Finance 
bill has been the subject of close 
scrutiny and a few bitter attacks on 
its way through the House of Com- 
mons. The chief objection has been 
to some of his proposals which are 
intricate and hard to understand, but 
of which the effect would be to tax 
the reserves of corporations that, in 
the opinion of the Exchequer, should 
have been paid out in dividends. It 
is very like our American dispute 
about taxing a company surplus. 
In England, as here, the point is 
‘made that indiscriminate taxation of 
this kind would put a penalty upon 
prudent management. Why should a 
careful board of directors put away 
sums for rainy days which are cer- 
tain to come, if the Government 
steps in and insists upon levying a 
tax on the money, precisely the 
same as if it had been paid out in 
dividends to the stockholders? These 
particular provisions of the English 
Finance bill will doubtless be great- 
ly changed before they become law. 

An attempt was made to amend 
the bill by striking out the bet- 
ting tax. The former Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, Mr. SNOWDEN, con- 
demned it as an “amateurish per- 
formance” on the part of Chan- 
cellor CHURCHILL. The levy was a 
pure piece of guesswork from the 
first; it had not yielded half the 
amount which had been estimated; 
it was working badly and driving 
many honest bookmakers out..of 
business, to be replaced by hole-and- 
corner layers of bets who knew how 
to evade the tax entirely. Mr. 
CHURCHILL’S reply was effective at 
most points. He showed that reve- 
nue from the tax was steadily rising, 
and that in all probability it would 
meet the estimates in another year. 
As for the alarmed bookmakers 
who were agitating against the tax, 
he begged to read to the House 
some of the advertisements which 
they were sending out. One of them 
ran: “Our clients won upward of 
“ £100,000 from us over the Derby. 
Our resources enable us cheerfully 
“to meet all obligations.” The 
Chancellor referred to another book- 
maker who had testified before the 
committee of the House of Com- 
mons that the imposition of the bet- 
ting tax would mean the “ complete 
ruin” of his business. It appears, 
however, that this same gentleman 
advertised on June 2: “ All records 
“ broken. On Derby Day we had the 
“biggest turnover since we started 
“business thirty-seven years ago.” 
Amid the burst of laughter which 
followed it is easy to understand 
how Mr. SNOWDEN’S amendment 
was rejected by a majority of 81 
votes.

Often he is compelled to wear a 
breast collar, and this places him at 
a disadvantage when hauling a 
heavy load. A properly fitted collar, 
well adjusted and padded, will cause 
no trouble. 
‘Few bridles are so well adjusted 
that they hold the bit in proper po- 
sition. Generally the bit is too low 
in the mouth. It is unpleasant and 
the horse raises it, and it slips down 
over his teeth and causes him con- 
tinual pain and fretting. When the 
driver jerks the loose bit it rakes 
over the sensitive teeth, causing 
great pain and loss of ability to per- 
form his work. Every time the horse 
feels pain and annoyance the owner 
must pay for that feeling in loss ot 
power and usefulness in the animal.

| Georgia Bill ‘ . : FI ⸗ 
Lays. Doun Long Prison Terms 


ATLANTA, és ‘July 18 ©.— 
Long prison terms for members of 
masked bands found guilty: of 

flogging persons and for masked 
‘persons threatening individuals 
are provided under .a bill intro- 
duced in the Georgia Senate today. 

The measure was: proposed by 
Senator J. C. Edwards of Clarkes- 
ville, near Toccoa, where several 
flogging cases were tried recently. 

Sentences of ten to twenty years 
.are asked for persons found guilty 
of participating in floggings. For 
threatening individuals, the penal- 
ty would range from five to ten 
years. 

A section of the bill would make 
it unlawful.for any person to ap- 
pear masked or hooded on public 
grounds or buildings or private 
property without consent, except 
in lodge rooms or at public festi- 
vals or like gatherings.
